For the Patriot. 


The New Quincy Company, 
And the Governor's Call for 100 Days’ Men. 


Considerable misapprehension exists with 
regard to the late Militia Law, and its bear- 
Ing upon the action of sume of our citizens 
who are endeavoring to form a new military 
company. The President's call, through the 
Governor, for five thousand volunteers to do 
garrison duty about Washington, (published 
in another coluinn) bas tended sull farther to 
increase the confusion of mind wm which many 
have become involved. I wish to unravel 
this snarl, if possible; and, by a few plain 
statements, to set tse matter in a clearer 
light. 

There are two distinct points to be noted: 

Finsr : We wish to raise a company of 
Volunteer Militia inthis town, By the new 
Militia Law it is ordered that all persons in 
the State between the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-four, liable to military duty; and also, 
any persons between the ages of twenty-four 
and forty-five, who may choose to join the 
organization, shall constitute the Active and 
Volunteer Militia of the State, and shall 
be formed by the Commander-in-Caief into 
Regimeuts, Brigades and Divisions. More- 
over, such companies 83 tinny not have been 
already formed, shall be formed by the Com. 
mander-in- Chief, as out of the Active Militia . 
this is, out of all persons subject to militia 
duty between the ages of eighteen and tw euty- 
four. But, according to Section 16 of the 
new Law, * The Commander-in-Chief myy 
authorize the continvance or formation of 
volunteer companies, formed of members of 
the active or of the reserve militia, who shal! 
be liable to all the duties of the active mili 
tia; but shall be excused from duty tn the 
Standing Company in which they ate en- 
rolled, so long as they shall continue mem- 
bers of such volunteer companies.” 

Now it has been proposed to form just such 
a volunteer company in Quincy, out of our 
active and reserve militia; that 13, out of cit- 


izens between the aves of eluhteen and forty- 


five. And according to my reading of the 
law, it seems plain that no man who signs 


the Company roll renders himself liable to 


}any farther service than will be required of 


all inen in the town, between the aves of 


eighteen and twenty-four, liable to military 


duty,—that is not exempted for special rea- 
sons. Nor can the Commander-in-Chief re- 
quire the company, a3 a company, to perform 
military duty beyond the State limite, The 
members may volunteer to go outside the 
State, or they may be drafted to go, but their 
organization us u inilitary culbpany does not 
render them any farther liable to be calied 
into active service in the army of the United 
States than they would otherwise be. 

Seconp: The second fact to be consid. 
ered has no necessary connection with th 
first. It is this: 

The President has called for “ five thousand 
Infantry Volunteers from Massachusetts, for 


ove hundred days’ service, to do garrison 


Washington.” They will receive in addition 
to the United States pay, twenty dollars a 
State, and will be exempled 
fromany draft that may be ordered during 
their term of service. 

Now it has been thought that having form- 
ed our Yulunteer Company in Quincy, and 


chosen our officers, we might very appropri- 


| ately offer our services to the Cominand:r-in- 


Chief, under this call. Buteven if the Com- 
pany should vote to go, the individual mem- 


| bers of it would not be personally liable un- 


der the call, Any one might refuse to leave 
the State, und their places would be eupplied 


} by the Commander-in-Chief, or otherwise.

The week as to news and events has been 
exciting, and the public mind bas been qui 
vive. ‘The new Conscription Law, abolishes 
commutation; provives a bounty of $100 for 
one year’s service ; $200 fortwo vears’ and 
$300 for three years’ service for every volun- 
leer; and requires a notice of fifty days be- 
lore a draft. [t is said that all the bills 
passed by both Houses of Congress, bave 
received the signature of the President, ex- 
cept the bill providing for republican govern- 
tnents overthrown or usurped by the rebellion. 
A heavy tax bill is created, including 5 per 


cent. on incomes over $600. The fusitive! 


slave law 1s repealed. Congress adjourned 


at noon on Wednesday last. Senator Fes- 


senden has accepted the Secretaryship of the 
‘Treasury snd hos entered upon it3 duties; an 
able tan, and spoken well of by all parties ; 
which i3 rare for these times. The resigna- 
tion of Mr. Chase produced a mighty sensa- 
ulan in the financial community ; but order 
again prevails in Warsaw. Sir. Chase made 
(uany serous misinoves as head of the ‘T'reas- 
ury Department. His legal tender project 
was a designto break down the local banks 
and to substitute greenbacks in their stead, 
giving him the entire control of the currency. 
The effect has been injurious, It is believed 


ssenden who has both capacity 
and integrity, with speculative experlence, 
will declare no hostility to the great mouied 
institutions of the country. 

By a general order from Washington 
five thousand volunteers have been called 
from Massachusetts to do garrison duty in 
the fortifications near Washington for one 
bundred days. This is producing quite a 
stir here, and from present appearances the 
call will be at once responded to. A re- 
bel raid has occurred on the Unper Potomac, 
extending into Maryland and Pennsylvania, 
[tis probably a small effuir, and that the re- 
bels will soon be driven back to their old 
lines. Reports as to the capture of Harper's 
Ferry and Hagerstown are very contradictory, 
atany rate there is quite a scare in that 
quarter. We have another sensation item 
trom Europe, to wit: that on the 19th olt., the 
United States Gunboat Kearsage, near the 
coast of France, captured and sunk the pirate 
Alabama, Captain Symmes; nine pirates 
were killed and twenty wounded. Symmes, 
though wounded, escaped by the trickery of a 
“ friendly ” Englishman. Later arrivals from 
England confirin the glorious news of the de- 
struction of this noted piratical cruiser, and 
the victory of the Kearsage adds new lustre 
to the flag of Washington.

Every thing quiet around us, since my last. 
We have not seen any fighting, yet we have 
had the privilege of using the shovel, and 
also the axe. We have nowa formidable 
line of works around us, and would be happy 
to meet the johnnies on our own ground, at 
any time they see fit to come. July 6th, 
one hundred men were detuilcd from our 
Regiment to go down the river about three 

|1n General Allen’s barn. He (Gen. Allen,)

We went down and was not troubled by the 
rebels, although their pickets were in plain 


TWO sight, and could see every thing that we 


were doing. We captured about fifteen 
huadred bushels of corn, besides destroying a 
vast amount of furage stored in anothet barn. 


There has been now and then a shot fired 
at our ‘videttes” from some parts of. the 
rebel lines, but we did not return them, thus 
giving them to understand that we do not 
condescend to fire upon one man that 1s sim- 
ply on the watch to preserve hiscamp. We 
send out small reconnoitering parties every 
day, but we don’t find much of a force very 
|near us—which gives us to understand that 


we are—and that is the “ defensive.” 


The weather 13 very warm and very dry, 
We have not had any rain for the past three 
weeks.

Josiah Quincy- 


(FROM THE NEW YORK TRIBUNE. ] 


As one of the most promising of the young 
mea of his time, he was approached and court- 
ed by the most influential of the ants-Federal- 
ists of the day ; but he deliberately cast in his 
lot with the party of Washington, and never 
wavered in his allegiance to it as long as it 
had a name 


to live. Indeed, to the day of 


his death he professed and called himself a 
Federalist, and nothing else. Though, after 
the dispersion of the Federal party, he vated 
for the candidates of different parties, accord- 
ing to his estimation of their merits, he never 
regarded himself as belonging to any of them, 
not even to the Republican party of his old 
age, though he gave his vote and the weight 
of his influence to its candidates and its policy. 
In his choice between the parties of his youth 
he was sdlelv guided by his sense of what 
the public good demanded, but it was con- 
firrned undoubtedly by the counsel and sym. 
pathy of many able men, his senvirs, in Maa- 
sachusetts, who then illustrated the Federal 
ranks, and who bestowed 
countenance s@l friendship. Among these 
may be named George Cabot, Fisher Ames, 
Harrison Gray Otis, the John Lowells, father 
and son, Theophilus Parsons, Stephen Hig- 
ginson, and the like. By John Adams he was 
honored with a continuance of the friendship

great man, and with John Quincy Adams, 
as a cotemporary, he was ever on terms of 
cordial intimacy. At the timeof which we 
speak, the two Adamses were prominently and 
thoroughly idectified with the Federal party. 
And although their views of public duty led 
them both to separate themselves from it at a 
later period, the personal relations of Mr. 
Quincy were never altered in consequence of 
it toward either of them. His Federal proclivi- 
lies were not diminished by a visit he

Philadeiphia and New York, in 1795,

ington, and made the acquaintance and re- 
ceived the hospitalities of Robert Morris, at 
whose table he met Talleyrand, of William 
Bingham, Alexander Hamilton, John Jay, and 
many other prominent federalists of the Mid- 
dle States.

In 1797, Mr. Quincy married Eliza Susan 
Morton of New York, whose acquaintance 
he had inade a year or two before, when she 
Was on 8 visit to Boston. She was the dauch- 
ter of Colonel John Morton, a native of the 
North of Ireland, who emigrated to this coun- 
try about the middle of the last Century, and 
became one of the most eminent and wealthy 
inerchants of that city before the Revolution. 
When that contest began, Mr. Morton gave 
himself, soul, body, and estate, to the cause 
of independence. He ceposited almost his 
entire fortune inthe Loan office, and left 
New York for New Jersey when the British 
forces occupied the city afier the battle 
of White Plains, and he was made one of the 
aids-de-camp of the Governor of that State. 
Ne had no opportunity of active service, how- 
ever, dying of a fever suon after. Mrs. Quincy 
was sister to Maj. Gen. Jacob Morton, the im- 
mediate predecessor of General Sandford in 
the command of the Ist Division of New York 
State Militia, which he held more than thirty 
years. The elder and middie aged portion 
of the inhabitants of New York, in 1835, will 


not have forgotten the powdered head, erect

With this lady he lived in 
the happiest of matrimonial unions for fifty- 
three years, until it was terminated by her 
death in 1850. 


She was characterized by great sensibility 
of temperament, qualified by sound judgment 
and infalliable good sense, by a refined taste 
and love of literature, and manners at once 


dignified and engaging, all of which eminent- | 
ly fitted her to be the companion and helpmate | 


of his private and public life. Of the children 
of this marriage, seven lived to reach middle 
life. Not long after his marriage, in 1798, he 
lost his mother, to whose wise care and judi- 
cious management he attributed much of the 
preparation of mind and body which fitted 
him for his long, useful, and happy life. 


In 1800, Mr. Quincy was nominated by 
the Federalists asa candidate to represent 
the Soffolk District, which included Boston, 
inCongress. Ile was buttwenty-eight years 
old, which was then thought so infantile an 
age for a public man that the Democratic 
papers called aloud fora * cradle to rock the 
Federal candidate in!”
